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THE DIVERSITY OF 


American Indian art occurs in a vast range of space and time— 
from the Arctic to Cape Horn and from at least 8000 B.C. to 
Іле present. During this great lemporal span a wide variety of 
art styles developed, partly as the result of the adjustment of 
different. Indian groups to sharply contrasting habitats. This 
de clopment was mainly indigenous but was aflected to an 
uudetermined degree by the diffusion of ideas from Asia, car- 
ried mainly by successive migrations of peoples across Bering 
Strait. The last of these migrants were the Eskimos, who ar- 
rived more than two thousand years ago. 

Of utmost importance in explaining the diversity of Indian 
art styles are the character and variety of the societies that 
produced them. These Indian societies consisted of nomadic 
hunting groups, fishermen, and wild-seed gatherers on the one 
hand and the advanced farmers of Middle America and the 
Andes on the other. The former were primitive societies, each 
including only a few hundred people whose world view was 
confined to their immediate environment and neighbors, who 
were bound together mainly by ties of kinship, and who all 
made a living in the same way, including the individuals who 
produced art in their spare time. The advanced farming groups 
were civilized societies that included hundreds of thousands or 
even millions of people. Some of their notable characteristics 
were an expanded world view, specialization of labor, eco- 
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nomic surpluses, well-defined social classes, cities, political 
systems, professional warriors, priesthoods, and full-time artists. 

The art of the small Indian societies is properly called primi 
tive art and can profitably be compared with primitive arts of 
other parts of the world—of Oceania, Australia, parts of Asia 
and Africa, and of Europe, the Near East, and China before 
the rise of civilization in those areas. But the arts of the great 
Indian societies—the Maya, Aztec, Mochica, Inca, and others— 
are not primitive. They are best understood and appreciated 
when considered on a level with the arts of the ancient Mediter- 
ranean and Oriental civilizations. 

In an intermediate position developmentally and geograph- 
ically between the primitive and civilized Indian societies were 
the Circum-Caribbean tribes located in Central! America, the 
Antilles, and parts of Colombia and Venezuela. These farming 
Indians were grouped in social classes and ruled by powerful 
chiefs. They lived in fortified villages and practiced human 
sacrifice and cannibalism. Their culture and art were strongly 
influenced by their civilized neighbors in Middle America and 
particularly by those in the northern and central Andes. The 
Circum-Caribbean Indians made elaborately decorated pottery, 
carvings in wood and stone, and painted designs on cotton 
cloth. Unlike the primitive tribes, they produced a great vari- 
ety of gold and copper ornaments by casting and other complex 
techniques. These metallurgical techniques as well as stylistic 
traits were diffused from the Andean civilizations to the 
Circum-Caribbean tribes in Central America during the first 
millennium after Christ, and were passed in turn to the civilized 
groups in Middle America, who did not practice metalworking 
until the end of the Classic period, about A.D. 900. 
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Although it is useful to distinguish between the arts of the 
primitive and civilized societies in the New World, it is also 
important to remember that these societies were not completely 
isolated from one another and that they were intricately con- 
nected by historical relationships of great time-depth. As in 
other areas of the world, the art styles of the nuclear areas of 
civilization exerted powerful influences on the arts of the 
marginal and less developed societies. The eastern United States 
serves as an illustration of this relationship. There were con- 
nections between this area and Mexico, perhaps as a result of 
diffusion in both directions, during the time of the early Hope- 
well culture, about 500 B.C. An even stronger wave of influence 
from Mexico reached the area during Middle Mississippi times, 
about A.D. 1000. The Indian cultures of the Southwest also 
were influenced by Mexican religious and artistic concepts be- 
tween 200 B.C. and A.D. 1200. 

It is also true that the civilized arts of Peru and Mexico 
cannot be understood without reference to the wider horizon 
of primitive art in America and to ideas that are found in prim- 
itive cultures of the Old World as well. The civilized arts in- 
corporated many ideas and motifs found widely in the primi- 
üve art styles. These “primitive” elements were either survivals 
from the formative stages of development or were re-intro- 
ductions, as in the case of elements brought by the incursions 
of northern noncivilized tribes into central Mexico during the 
Post-Classic period. 

Several important Indian art styles did not reach their high- 
est development until after the coming of Europeans to Ameri- 
ca, notably those of the Northwest Coast and the Plains. The 
tribes of these two areas achieved cultural and artistic climaxes 
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as a direct result of contact with Europeans. The florescence 
of Northwest Coast wood carving began in 1790 with the initia- 
tion of the sea-otter trade by English and American ships, 
which brought an abundance of iron tools and started an eco- 
nomic boom among these Indians. Plains Indian culture, iri- 
cluding art, reached a climax in the years following 1750, 
stimulated primarily by the introduction of the horse from the 
Spanish settlements in the Southwest and secondarily by the 
westward spread of the fur trade. 

A complete survey of Indian art of the Americas has never 
been undertaken in a single exhibition, and this exhibition does 
not attempt such an enormous task. The purpose is lo present 
outstanding examples of the major styles of the last 2500 years 
and to demonstrate the richness and variety of Indian art. 
Unfortunately a number of important styles of primitive art in 
both North and South America have been omitted, bui this 
neglect has seemed justified in order to give wider representa- 
tion to the great styles of Middle America and the Andes.
